and 


support, 
and 
by 
our 
aid snatched 


her 
from

every 


opportunity to vindicate the majesty 
of the law, and when our citizens and 
their homes 
have 
been 
violated 
by 


bauds of desperadoes, 
we have waited 
to receive 
justice

stead of acting as the stronger usually 
do, by bloody retaliation. 
We have 


also watched the almost 
superhuman 


efforts of her most liberal patriots

For Mexico in its

tastrophe. 
Jealousy amongst its lead- 


ers influences 
the public mind, and,
